School opens Monday, September 28. 
Washington school, sometimes known as Central, will 
be open to white children only, on account of tile fact that 
the Catholic church has organized a private school for 
other pupils, and for the further reason that the large in­ 
crease in attendance last year, and the prospective increase 
for this year, makes the use of \y,asliington school for white 
children only, imperative. 
The first six grades will be ^presented at Washington 
school, but no kindergarten. * Washington school has been 
repainted and tinted and put in first class condition for the 
comfort and convenience of pupils and teachers. 
Parents are requested to send their children to the 
school nearest their homes. Superintendent Cranston may 
find it necessary later to modify this plan, on account of 
congested conditions that may arise in certain schools. 
Parents of kindergarten children should take notice 
that the kindergarten age is from four and one-half to six 
years. However, if a child will be four and one-half years 
of age within three months of the opening of the school 
term, he may be admitted. The same rule applies to the 
children entering the first grade; that is, that they shall 
be six years of age, or shall become six years of age within 
three months of the opening of the school term. 
Parents are urgently requested to see that their cl :i 
dren begin school the first day, Monday, September 26, 
and that they be prompt and regular in attendance during 
the school year. This request is made, not only in the in­ 
terest of the parents and children, but in the interest of the 
.taxpayers as well. 
There will be a general teachers’ meeting on Satur­ 
day, September 26, at IO a. rn., in the music room of the 
High School. All teachers are requested to be present.

POMONA, Sept. 21.—The dreams of 
James T. Lee of this city, for the past 
twelve years, partially came true yes­ 
terday morning, when in a preliminary 
flight his airbird in the bands of B. J. 
W illiams, a Venice aviator, without an 
engine or motive power of any sort 
took to the air for a distance of over 
IOO yards flying at a height of 12 feet. 
The start was gained by ascending 
a steep jiill with the machine and on 
the descent the wind was caught by 
the monoplane. The craft is the largest 
monoplane ever constructed, measur­ 
ing fifty-six feet across from tip to tip. 
It is the intention of Lee, w’ho has 
been working on this particular ma­ 
chine for over a year, to build a ma­ 
chine that will neither need an en­ 
gine or other means of. power to pro­ 
pel it through the air other than the 
breeze itself. 
The wings on the ma­ 
chine are shaped like those of a large 
buzzard. 
The vacuum caused by the 
wind against the wings lifts or low­ 
ers the machine at the will of the av­ 
iator. 
Williams, who flew the ship yester­ 
day morning, stated that it balanced 
perfectly, but failed to reach a suffi­ 
cient height to give the machine a 
thorough trial. 
It is thought by the 
builder that a small forty-horsepower 
motor will need to be installed for 
starting purposes in order to gain a 
sufficient height to take the winds, af­ 
ter which he thinks he will be able to 
fly and control the machine at will.

Fire fighting in the Cleveland Na­ 
tional Forest is down to a military 
basis with Forest Supervisor S. W. 
Wynee of San Diego as commander- 
in-chief and District Rangers 
J. B. 
Stephenson of El Toro, G. S. Exon of 
Hemet and «. B. Simmons of Dulzura 
as generals. 
Tne forest supervisor has just is­ 
sued an order to the rangers and fire 
guards of the 
Cleveland 
forest 
in 
which he outlines 
detail his plan 
for handling any big fires that may 
break out on the forest. 
The Santa 
Ana mountains lie in the Cleveland 
reserve, comprising what is sometimes 
spoken of as the Trabuco division. 
Under the plan 
Stephenson 
and 
Exon are named to take charge in five 
of the eight divisions of the Cleveland 
forest, the largest share of which lies 
in thp San Jacinto section. On call 
either of these men will rush for the 
scene of action, and if arriving before 
the forest supervisor will take the 
position,of coraraander-in-chief. 
After 
the supervisor’s arrival, they become 
his first lieutenants. 
Certain rangers are already desig­ 
nated. tp -take charge of the commis­ 
sary, 4 totois, communication, transpor­ 
tation and to attent! to other details. 
The fire -fighting, line is divided into 
divisions, with a ringer in charge of 
each division. 
These men are desig­ 
nated as officers of the line. 
Then 
under these officers of the line are 
rangers and fire guards who are des­ 
ignated as crew leaders. 
Each crew 
leader will have ten fire fighters under 
him. 
He will remain with his crew 
at a I Climes.

This is aside from the fact that the 
Santa Ana mountains give the sur­ 
face supply used by the El Modena, 
Villa Park and San Juan Capistrano 
water companies. 
The water companies realize the im­ 
portance of the fire protection matter, 
and especially the El 
Modena 
ana 
Villa Park companies have co-operated 
with the forest service. 
It has been 
a number of years since there was a 
disastrous, fire in the local mountains, 
and many years since the range was 
swept. There is 
now 
an 
excellent 
growth of brush covering them, and 
as year after year goes by the growth 
Increases, 
becoming more 
valuable 
from Ake viewpoint of those.who want 
the mountains covered with growth 
in order to keep the storm water from 
dashing off to the ocean. 
Ae the 
growth becomes heavier, the problem 
of protection naturally increases, as 
fire fighting becomes more difficult. 
The forest service has spent several 
hundred dollars in building trail and 
fir e-break. 
Nearly all of that money 
has been spent during the last sum­ 
mer. 
In that work the Board of Su­ 
pervisors has co-operated by stand­ 
ing a share of the expense. 
Twelve 
miles of flre-break have been cleared 
along the upper ridge. 
“Once a fire gets started it is likely 
to go to the top,” said Ranger Stephen­ 
son. 
“Our plan is first of all to fol­ 
low out the doctrine that an ounce of 
prevention Is worth a pound of cure. 
By impressing upon the public that 
all persons in the mountains should 
be very careful not to throw away live 
matches, cigar stubs or cigarette stubs 
and should under no circumstances 
leave camp without putting out the 
campfire, the forest service hits the 
danger at the source. That is far bet­ 
ter than spending a lot of money and 
risking health and lives in fighting a 
fire that is started. 
Another thing is that provided for In 
our mountains is the plan of getting 
action while the fire is young. All of 
the residents of the mountains know 
the danger there Is in a forest fire, 
danger not only so far as destruction 
of growth is concerned but to them 
danger of destruction of homes, bee 
feed and stock feed. 
They have al­ 
ways been quick to respond to a call 
to fight fire. In fact, they do not wait 
to be called. 
They go on sight of 
smoke. 
We have a lookout on Santiago 
Peak. He has field glasses and a map. 
that he can locate a smoke with 
accuracy. Last week he was the first 
to send a report to El Toro of tjie fire 
that burned Barney Clinaru s barn, 
two miles from El Toro. 
Sometimes 
he gets fooled, but not often. Yester­ 
day Pesterfleld, the lookout, called me 
Up on the telephone, which runs across 
the range, and said there was smoke 
a t the edge of the Trabuco mesa, not 
far from Sleeper and Waller’s ranch. 
I called up Waller, and he said It was 
dust raised by a bunch of horses turn­ 
ed out on the mesa. I had no sooner 
finished talking to Waller than Pester­ 
fleld called up again to say that the 
fire was evidently out as the smoke 
was gone.”

The satety department of the Indus­ 
trial Accident Commission is holding 
public hearings in Los Angeles today 
and others in San Diego on September 
23, in Bakersfield 28 and in Fresno 
on September 30. 
Early in October 
these hearings will be continued in 
the cities around can Francisco Bay, 
as well as in Stockton and Sacra­ 
mento. 
The workmen’s 
compensation, 
in­ 
surance and safety act requires that 
public hearings be held before pro­ 
posed safety orders may be made per­ 
manent. 
This is the Wisconsin idea,

Its essence is that Those di­ 
rectly concerned may participate in 
legislation for themselves, and in this 
way due consideration is given a sub­ 
ject and there is an avoidance of 
hasty legislation.

Fullerton Tribune: 
Fullerton busi­ 
ness men, through the Chamber of 
Commerce, will help to raise the fund 
which is needed by the Interior Coun­ 
ties Freight Bureau for prosecuting its 
contest before the interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
For sometime past the bureau bas 
been engaged in a fight to secure the 
same rates for outside towns as Los 
Angeles gets on freight shipped from 
the east. 
Theretofore the merchant in Fuller­ 
ton, Santa Ana or San Bernardino, or 
any other town outside.of Los Angeles, 
had to pay the local rate from that 
city in addition to the overland rate, 
whether his goods came by way of 
Los Angeles or not 
If a Fullerton man had a carload 
shipment from Chicago, for instance, 
instead of stopping tue car when it 
reached this station it would be car­ 
ried through to Los Angeles and then 
returned here with an extra charge 
for hauling it back to Fullerton from 
Los Angeles. 
‘ 
Of course the Los Angeles Whole­ 
salers, for whose profit this rule was| 
established, have made a hard fight 
to prevent any change in the plan. 
I San Bernardino merchants first un­ 
dertook the effort to get a fair deal, 
and after a game fight the ruling 
sought has been secured from the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission. In 
raising money which was necessary 
to make the fight, help 
was 
given 
from other sections, but very little 
from Orange county. 
Now the commiasion has ordered 
a hearing to be held Et Chicago the 
first of October, at which the freight 
rates for different commodities to 
points in Southern California will be 
established.
